Midsummer Festival 1984 is again 
privileged to present as featured 
performer the exceptionally fine 
accordionist MYRON FLOREN, the man 
whom Lawrence Welk calls ''The Happy 
Norwegian - my right hand man for 
over thirty years."" Of all the Welk 
organization performers, the one in 
most demand for personal appearances , 
is quiet mannered, fast fingered 
Floren, Welk's assistant band director\ 
He chalks up an average of over 
150,000 air miles each year playing 
special engagements in communities 
throughout the nation. 

A nature of Webster, South Dakota, 
Myron first took up playing at 7, 
beginning, like Welk, with a Sears- 
Roebuck catalog accordion costing 
$19.95. With no teachers in that 
farm country, long hours of practice 
took the place of formal instruction 
and, when he was eight, Myron was 
entertaining crowds at the Day a 
County Fair. He worked his way 
through Augustana College in Sioux 
Falls by teaching accordion and . 
began to play professionally on radio atl9. In 1944 he joined 

a USO unit to entertain troops overseas. He joined the 

Lawrence Welk band in 1950 following a four-year stint with 

a hillbilly band, The Buckey Four." 

Myron's favorite music is the polka, although he is fond 

of all types and is equally adept at playing anything from 
classical to pop. He has written numerous compositions, 

records albums regularly on the Ranwood label, and has 

published a popular series of accordion instruction books. 

In 1981 he published his autobiography, "Accordion Man."' 

Myron and his wife, Berdyne, met while she was one of his 
accordion pupils. In 1945 following his return from Europe, 
they were married. They have five daughters, the oldest of 
whom, Kristie, is married to Bobby Burgess, dancing star of 
Welk's TV program. The Florens live in BOliineoni) te 
California, a suburb of Los Angeles overlooking the ocean.

Bobby Burgess, a 20 plus year 
regular of the Lawrence Welk 
Musical Family, began dancing 
i lessons at the age of three. 
| By the time he was 13, he had 
appeared in some 75 television 
shows in Los Angeles, and had 
been a member of Walt Disney's 
original troupe of Mouseketeers 
for four years. In April of 19ol 
Bobby and his partner Barbara 
Boylan appeared as guests on the 
Lawrence Welk Show and six montns 
later became regular members. 
As Welk recalls, "I was practically 
forced into hiring them." "Every 
time we recorded a new song, 
they'd create a special dance 
routine, and the viewers' reaction 
was simply tremendous. Actually, 
they created a job with us for 
themselves." 
Bobby and his wife Kristie (daughter 
of Myron Floren) were married in 
1971 and have daugther Becki Jane 
born in 1976. They live in Los 
Angeles and enjoy the theatre, 
ballet and movies. 
At age 8, Elaine Colvin Niverson was giving ''dance'" concerts, 
on her family's front porch, attended dutifully) by 10¢ 
admission aunts, uncles, grandparents & cousins. 
Born in Dallas, she was attending Sam Houston University as 
a music major, when she was invited to become a dance teacher 
with the Arthur Murray Studio. She and a fellow instructor 
soon found themselves performing as a team at countless 
Dallas social events and U.S. Ballroom Championship competitions. 
Bobby Burgess, looking for a new dancing partner, placed a 
phone call to a dance studio owner in Houston, who "just 
happened to know’ just the girl|” “After auditienine 32 dancers 
in all, Bobby and Lawrence Welk agreed that Elaine was the 
most outstanding of all. She became an official member of the 
musical family in 1979." 
Welcome, Bobby & Elaine, to our Festival and thank you for 
sharing your great gift of music with us. 


Joe Feeney was born in Grand 
Island, Nebraska and began 

his singing career as a boy 
soprano in a church choir. 

Joe attended the University 

of Nebraska and was featured 
vocalist on the radio station 
WOW's "WOW Calling" program. 
He served two years in the 
Army, performing in several 
camps, and was awarded a 

solo spot on Arlene Francis' 
"Talent Patrol" television 
show. In 1956, when Lawrence 
Welk was searching for fresh, 
new young talent for a special 
television program, Joe was 
invited to Los Angeles for 

a guest appearance on the 

"Top Tunes & New Talent" 
television show. After his 
second appearance, he was 
invited to become a regular 
member of the Welk Organization. 
Joe and his wife, Georgia Lee, 
have eight children and live in Simi Valley, 50 miles from 
Los Angeles. Their 3% acre ''spread'' is part of an old 
Spanish Land Grant estate, and for family pleasure and 
pastime, they raise quarter running horses, rabbits, chickens, 
and cats and dogs galore.
